OLUTION. USUN HAS REPORTED THIS. TODAY, HOWEVER, IN A 
LONG DISCUSSION AT THE CHINESE MISSION.HUANG HUA DID NOT 
EVEN ALLUDE TO SUCH POSSIBILITY. I CALLED ON HIM, SAYING 
THAT IN VIEW OF THE UNITED STATES ROLE AS MEDIATOR IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST I WAS CANVASSING THE VIEWS OF THE PERMANENT 
MEMBERS ON THE FORTHCOMING DEBATE. HE REPLIED THAT HE HAD 
RECEIVED NO NEW INSTRUCTIONS FROM PEKING IN THE MATTER, 

AND THEN GAVE ME A HALF HOUR OF BOILER PLATE. ALL QUITE 
FRIENDLY, BUT POINTLESS. 

2. 1 ASKED IF HE THOUGHT IT POSSIBLE THAT THE ISSUE OF 
ANGOLA MIGHT COME TO THE COUNCIL. HE DID NOT SO MUCH 
ANSWER AS DISCOURSE, MOSTLY ON THE WAYS IN WHICH THE 
SOVIETS EXPLOIT ' INTERNAL DISCORD" IN THE UNITED STATES 
AND IN EUROPE. 
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
